Such tnplrea- 
tions may fix a prejudice against others 
equaily and even more injurious to them 
than a positive statement, We are not at 
liberty morally to reveal all or any of the 
faults of others, unless the good of them- 
selves or other persons actually requires it. 
And even if compelled to speak against oth- 
ers by a sense of duty, we should never ex- 
agyerate. This command, then, forbids 
all slander. 

In our further remarks on this subject, 
let us notice the mp anner in which this com- 
mand is grossly violated at the present day. 

1. Slander is a common sin in the ordi- 
nary intercourse of persons in the various 
walks of life. It is a deplorable fact that 
no person is safe from the tongue of the 
elanderer. It is equally a matter of regret 
that many persons have become so accus- 
tomed to misrepresentation im business af- 
fairs that they can hardly state the actual 
truth respecting persons or things, espec- 
ially if they have a personal interest to se- 
cure by their statements. They seem to 
care nothing how much athers suffer, pro- 
vided they succeed im their plans of self-in- 
They endeavor to depress others in

terest. 
order to raise themselves. 
resulting from this eourse are often des- 
tructive to the reputation and frequently to 
the property and comfort of those against 
whom the slander is circulated. It is re- 
ally surprising how a single imputation will 
be magnified in passing from one to anoth- 
er. Steam and magnetism enable persons 
to circulate slander with lightning velocity, 
and it seems that the evil has kept pace 
with the improvements in the means of 
apreading it. ‘The present is peculiarly a 
day of party combinations, as well as indi- 
vidual enterprise. Patent medicines are de- 
elared by the inventors and their agents to 
be infinitely potent to heal the maladies of 
the body; and the aid of the press is em- 
ployed in “bearing false witness’’ to their 
eflicacy against the unhappy victims of dis- 
ease. Societies of reform are also numer- 
ous. Many of these are undoubtedly ex- 
cellent in their designs, ond if they could 
be conducted without engaging in slander- 
ing others, might accomplish much for the 
world. We are not disposed to implicate 
any of these organizations. Tt cannot, how- 
ever, escape the most casual observer that 
lecturers aud publications employed in pro- 
moting these objects of moral reform, too 
often use the tongue of slander, or dip their 
pen in its venom, while professedly conten- 
ding for the trath. Others slander them, 
and they in turn hurl back the same kind 
of commodity like “firebrands, arrows and 
death.”

Two men made their escape—one of 
them Joseph Lafieche, a :rader in the charge of a 
stock of goods. Heran from the scene of blood 
barefooted, and arrived at Belleview with both feet 
frozen. 

Mr. Sarpy and Major Miller, the present nt, 
despatched a party of men to ascertain the facts, 
and they confirmed, on their return, the report of 
Lafieche. They also reported that five of the Sionx
